What's Happening? 

This week I will be away most days. On Monday morning I will meet 
with a committee for the development of retreats and other events for the 
Terra Sancta Retreat Center. I call this group together four times a year, and 
between meetings we seek out speakers for retreats, etc. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday I will help other priests repair the roof on 
the Caritas cabin in Silver City. About 20 years ago, the priests of the diocese 
pooled resources and purchased the cabin so that they would have a place to 
go for quiet. We also use the cabin for "Caritas Groups" — small groups of 
priests who meet every 4-6 weeks for fellowship. At meetings, we pray a 
Holy Hour, celebrate Mass, hike, and review our spiritual lives. 

I will return to Piedmont Tuesday evening to celebrate a home Mass with 
Joe and Patty Creek. Joe has been dealing with serious health issues for 
several years, and often he has not been able to attend Sunday Mass. The 
same day is the 20th anniversary of my priestly ordination, so I look forward 
to celebrating the Mass. 

From Thursday evening until Saturday afternoon I will attend the RCIA 
Conference at Terra Sancta together with 11 others from our parish. It is 
great to have so many from OLBH attending this event since the RCIA 
model is the Church's basic approach to faith formation. 

Also, I would like to let you know about other things which continue to 
occupy some of my time away from the parish so that you might understand 
why I am not available at times. 

I am working with a contractor and architects on the signage for Terra 
Sancta. Over the past two years, the architects have helped finalize the 
design, obtain approval from the city sign board and coordinate the project 
with a contractor. Now we are in the process of obtaining a final bid, and the 
goal is to construct signs over the summer and fall. 

I have been working with others on the outdoor Stations of the Cross at 
Terra Sancta. Last week we installed 14 large posts with cross beams in the 
ground. Within the next month, the stone Stations of the Cross will be 
mounted on the cross beams. Meanwhile, a contractor has agreed to donate 
his time in pouring cement pads for the benches at each station. Then the 
benches will be installed (mid-August). Finally, I am coordinating with 
others to build a handicap accessible path for the Stations which we hope to 
have completed by October. 

In addition, I am working with a contractor to finish the landscaping at 
Terra Sancta before the snow flies this year. And there are a few other small 
projects with the outdoor features that require attention. 

I have been encouraged by some of our parishioners who have 
volunteered for several of the projects outlined above. And I enjoy my 
involvement in the projects. Yet, these commitments require a substantial 
amount of time away from the parish. So I am grateful for your patience 
and understanding.
